Accordingly, the restriction requirement 
as to the encompassed species is hereby withdrawn and claims 4-7, directed to 
the non-elected species no longer withdrawn from consideration since all of the 
claims to this species depend from or otherwise include each of the limitations of 
an allowed generic claim.

a capacitance adjustment line connected to the pad, 

wherein the semiconductor substrate is an N+/N type collector substrate, a 
collector electrode is formed on a reverse surface of the collector substrate, and 
the pad is formed on a surface of the collector substrate as an emitter pad and a 
base pad, 

wherein by adjusting an area of the capacitance adjustment line 
connected to at least one of the base pad and the emitter pad, at least one 
capacitance value of a corresponding collector-base capacitor and collector- 
emitter capacitor is adjusted. 

The claim status identifiers of Claims 4-7 have been improperly indicated 
as "(Previously Presented)" or "(Currently Amended)" and now is amended to 
read as - (Withdrawn) --. Note: These claims are rejoined and allowed. 

Statement off Reasons for ADHowamice 
Claims 2-7 are allowed.
